Brave Jake 
steps out to 
help hospital 

HE has suffered a brain tumour, a 
major seizure and water on the brain, but 
11-year-old Jake Bragington is getting 
ready to put his walking boots on for the 
hospital which saved his life. 

Jake, of Great Barr, has been in and out of 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital since he was 
14-months-old, after being diagnosed with 
hydrocephalus, or water on the brain. But he is 
preparing to take part in the BRMB 
Walkathon to raise money for the unit which 
helped him. 

The walk round Birmingham’s Outer Circle 
bus route will raise money to revamp the 
cramped and ageing emergency department at 
the hospital. 

Pheasey Park Farm School pupil Jake said: 
“The people in the emergency department are 
always nice to me when I come in. It is some¬ 
times scary but they make it fun and give you 
things to do so you don’t think about it so 
much.” 

Determined 

Jake was fitted with shunts behind his ears 
to drain fluid but later developed a benign 
brain tumour which meant he had to learn to 
walk again. He also suffered a terrifying 
seizure at the age of six. 

His mum Sarah, aged 34, will join him on the 
seven-mile stretch of the 26-mile walk next 
month. She said: “He’s determined to do it to 
say thank you to the hospital.” 

He will also be supported by his dad Duncan, 
37, and five-year-old sister Emily.

Bored social 
worker surfed 
porn at work 
on computer 

A SOCIAL worker, who looked for 
pornography web sites on his computer as 
he wiled away hours with little to do, has 
been allowed back into the profession. 

Steve Simpson said his job for Sandwell Council 
only took him about one or two hours a day to com¬ 
plete and agreed he had used his work computer for 
“excessive browsing”. 

Although he denied looking at porn sites, he was 
sacked after his bosses found he had spent hours 
accessing or trying to access porn and escort web¬ 
sites. 


A BANNED driver who 
killed a baby in a hit-and-run 
crash while on bail for a 
92mph car chase has been 
jailed for four and a half 
years. 

Kabir Khan ran off after the Mit¬ 
subishi Lancer Evolution he was 
driving crashed into a Toyota 
Corolla in Smethwick, killing two- 
month-old Mohammed Isa. 

At the time of the crash the 31-year- 
old, of Grange Road in Smethwick,was 
awaiting sentencing for a car chase in 
Birmingham, during which he reached

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speeds of up to 92mph in a 30mph zone. 

Sentencing Khan, at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on Monday, Judge Nicholas 
Webb said he had a callous and arrogant dis¬ 
regard for the laws of the land. 

“You have shown absolutely no remorse 
for what you have done and this is as bad a 
case of causing death by careless driving as 
one can imagine,” he said. 

‘You are wholly unfit to be driving on the 
roads of this country.” 

The court heard the car chase took place 
just before midnight in Washwood Heath on 
July 18. When police tried to pull over Khan, 
who had been drinking and was already dis¬ 
qualified from driving, he accelerated away, 
leading officers on a three-mile chase. He 
turned off his headlights, undertook cars 
and zipped between a bus and a car. It ended 
when he crashed into a roundabout. 

Family 

The second crash, killing baby 
Mohammed, was in Grove Lane in Smeth¬ 
wick on November 27 last year. 

Experts say Khan was doing 58mph in a 
40mph zone when the Toyota Corolla pulled 
out in front of him. 

As well as tiny Mohammed, who was not 
strapped into his car seat, four others in the 
family car were injured. 

David Lees, prosecuting, said the baby’s 
father spent five weeks in hospital while a 
friend suffered a brain injury and fractures 
to her legs and pelvis.

Witnesses described Khan as driving like 
a “boy racer”. 

Khan admitted causing death by careless 
driving, along with driving whilst disquali¬ 
fied, driving with no insurance, failure to 
stop, failure to report an accident, danger¬ 
ous driving and driving with no insurance. 

Khan was banned from driving for seven 
years and ordered to take an extended 
driving test before ever driving again. 


Strike threat over fuel allowance 


STRIKE action at Sandwell Council 
has moved a step closer after bosses 
approved a move to reduce staff petrol 
allowances from 65p to 45p per mile. 

Angry union leaders have accused the 
council of giving their members an “effective 
pay cut” and have renewed a call for indus¬ 
trial action. But council chiefs say the move 
will save more than £1 million a year, which 
will go towards the £75m of savings needed 
over the next four years following cuts. 

The move was ratified by the council’s 
arbitration committee on Monday. 


Brian Rickers, spokesman for Unite, one 
of the unions which represents council 
workers, said: “The council will shortly be 
serving 90 days’ notice on our members 
informing them their terms and conditions 
of employment will be terminated and 
immediately replaced with the new rules. 
Once that notice has been served the three 
unions representing workers will call a mass 
meeting to discuss our next move. 

“I hope all members will stand together 
and take industrial action.” 

The GMB and Unison also represent 


workers at Sandwell Council. Unison has 
held informal talks with its members dis¬ 
cussing the possibility of industrial action, 
with Unison’s regional organiser Edna Hall 
describing staff as “extremely angry”. 

She added: “Over the next few weeks we 
will be looking towards holding a mass 
meeting of our members to discuss our 
actions further.” 

Council bosses say the changes, which 
also include the removal of an ‘essential car 
user’ allowance, will cut the petrol expenses 
bill from £1.45m to just £350,000 a year. 


Mr Simpson, 45, lost his job in May 2009 after 
being identified as the council’s heaviest internet 
user by Sandwell’s Websense security software. 

He was suspended from the profession for two 
years by the General Social Care Council in July last 
year. 

Restored 

However, the Health Education and Social Care 
Tribunal on Monday overturned the suspension and 
restored him to the register of social workers. 

Tribunal Judge Stewart Hunter said Mr Simpson 
had obtained sexual gratification while he should 
have been working, which was unacceptable and 
threatened to undermine public confidence. 

However, Mr Simpson, an experienced social 
worker, had a previously “exemplar/’ record. 

The tribunal heard Mr Simpson was meant to 
handle complaints and access records. 

He accepted he spent too many hours on the inter¬ 
net but denied surfing porn sites, claiming someone 
else could have used his password. 

A Sandwell Council spokesperson said: “We note 
the decision. We stand by our original decision to 
dismiss Mr Simpson from the council’s employ¬ 
ment.” 


Lifeline for Public 

THE Arts Council has handed The Public a 
lottery lifeline - despite officially turning 
down its latest bid for funding. 

Last week lots of arts organisations had their 
grant aid from the national culture quango slashed 
or removed altogether (see page 4). 

The £72m West Bromwich town centre arts venue 
also found it had not been successful in obtaining 
national portfolio cash, just days after MPs labelled 
it as “perhaps the worst example of a gross waste of 
public money” in a damning report on the funding 
body. However, despite this the Arts Council has put 
aside lottery cash for The Public. It has also commis¬ 
sioned a report which will be published in September 
setting out what can be learnt from the “turbulent 
and controversial” project. 

Ros Robins, Arts Council England, West Midlands 
Director, said: “They haven’t been successful this 
time but we were really impressed by their applica¬ 
tion and the progress that they have made, both in 
terms of the quality of the arts programme, but also 
the turnaround in terms of audiences. 

“Encouraging people in and using it was never 
going to be easy. We want to continue to support 
them. What we have done is set aside some lottery 
funding.”

Race chief defends teenagers’ outing 


THE council-organised 
trip that ended in scenes of 
violence in Blackpool has 
been defended by a race 
equality executive. 

A group of 19 Muslim and Asian 
teenagers started a fight in the 
seaside resort after being taken 
there by Sandwell Borough 
Council amid fears they would 
cause trouble at an English 
Defence League march in Dudley. 

The trip turned ugly when five 
of the gang confronted a father-of- 
two after spending the day at the 
town’s Pleasure Beach attraction. 

Last week, Race Equality 
Sandwell chief executive Derrick 
Campbell, who is also a Govern¬ 
ment adviser on tackling anti¬ 
social behaviour, defended the 
trip. 

He said he knew about the day¬ 
long excursion and had supported 
it because it was believed the 


youths who were sent could be 
aggressors as well as targets in 
the EDL march. 

“I would not say the trip had 
failed,” he said. “Its purpose was 
to keep them away from the 
English Defence League march. If 
they got involved in something 
else in Blackpool, that’s another 
matter.” 

At Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last week, prosecutor Mr 
David Swinnerton said the defen¬ 
dants — Riad Hussain, Wasim 
Telhat, Fahad Atiq, Raja Rashid 
and Mazahar Taheir - were taken 
to Blackpool by coach. 

An off-duty police officer and 
five Sandwell Borough Council 
officials were part of the trip. 

The court heard the group was 
involved in an affray involving 
father-of-two Derek Brownhill, 
who was from a coach parked 
nearby that had travelled from 
the Kingswinford area. 

Mr Swinnerton said: “Mr 


Brownhill was punched and hit 
with such force by Riad Hussain 
that both feet left the ground and 
he ended up unconscious for a 
brief period.” 

The prosecutor said members of 
the group were heard chanting 
racist comments towards the 
coach, in the earshot of Mr Brown- 
hill’s pregnant partner, two young 
daughters and a group of elderly 
people. 

Marginal 

The court heard that the group 
then gave 19-year-old Hussain, of 
Brades Rise, Oldbury, a bruise on 
his face so they could try to claim 
his actions were in self defence. 

Mr Swinnerton told the court 
that Rashid, aged 19, of Holcroft 
Street, Tipton, and Atiq, aged 17, 
of Latham Crescent, Tipton, were 
on bail for actual bodily harm 
offences at the time of the trouble 
in Blackpool. A jury hadfound 
them guilty of attacking two men, 


with Rashid using a claw hammer 
and Atiq his fists, in Sedgley Road 
East, Tipton, on April 6 last year. 

Describing Hussain as a “young 
man with substantial problems”, 
Mr David lies, defending, said the 
teenager was suffering from 
attention deficit hyperactivity dis¬ 
order and oppositional defiant dis¬ 
order. 

For Taheir, aged 17, of Holcroft 
Street, Tipton, and Rashid, Miss 
Blondelle Thompson said they 
had pleaded guilty to the affray on 
the basis that they were present 
during the Blackpool incident but 
did not physically attack anyone. 

Of Atiq, Miss Thompson said 
the teenager was a “bright and 
intelligent young man” who 
“knows he has to change”. 

For Telhat, aged 18, of Abbey 
Crescent, Oldbury, Mr Benjamin 
Williams, said he pleaded guilty to 
the public order offence and that 
his involvement in the incident 
was “marginal”. 


Hussain, Taheir, Rashid and 
Atiq had earlier pleaded guilty to 
affray and Telhat to a public order 
offence. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz jailed 
Rashid for a total of 21 months 
and Atiq for a total of 16 months 
for their parts in the assault in 
Tipton and the incident in Black¬ 
pool. Hussain was jailed for 10 
months. 

Telhat was given a community 
order for 12 months and 12-month 
supervision order as well as 50 
hours’ unpaid work, while Tahier 
was ordered to do a 12-month 
rehabilitation order, as well as 
being supervised by the Probation 
Service for 12 months. 

Judge Nawaz said: “There is 
nothing more disturbing than to 
have to sentence a dock full of 
young people just past their child¬ 
hood years having engaged in 
offences of such severity that cus¬ 
todial sentences are inevitable.” 


Blackpool trip to avoid 
flashpoint ended in fight 


A GROUP of Asian and Muslim 
teenagers started a fight in Black¬ 
pool after being taken on a tax- 
payer-funded trip to the seaside 
resort to stop them causing trouble 
at an English Defence League 
march in Dudley. 

The five youths were driven to the 
Lancashire town’s Pleasure Beach 
attraction by Sandwell Council amid 
fears they could become embroiled in 
the EDL event in Dudley. 

But during their day-long excursion, 
they were involved in a fight which left 
father-of-two Derek Brownhill unconscious 
and with bruising and swelling to his face 
and head, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

The trip cost the public purse more than 
£2,113 and saw the group, who were aged 
17 and 19 and from the Tipton and Oldbury 
areas, accompanied by a police officer and 
officials from the council. 

Prosecutor Mr David Swinnerton told 
the court that the teenagers were part of a 
large group of Asian and Muslim youths 
that were taken to Blackpool by coach on 
July 17 last year. 

He said: “The five defendants were part 
of a group of 19 Asian and Muslim males 
specifically taken to Blackpool by a police 
officer and five other officials from 
Sandwell Borough Council for the purpose 
of distracting them from anti-social behav¬ 
iour on the day of the EDL march in 
Dudley.” 

At the time of the violence, two of the 
gang were on bail for a hammer attack in 
Tipton that took place three months before 
the Blackpool incident. 

Three of the defendants were jailed for up 
to 21 months by Judge Amjad Nawaz last 
week. 

Sandwell Council said the trip to Black¬ 
pool had been organised with the support of 
police to help reduce tensions and deter 
teenagers who may have been at risk of 
getting involved in demonstrations in 
Dudley on the day. 

The council said the £2,113.42 cost of the 
trip was met by the Government’s Youth 
Justice Board.

It said although it had no plans to do 
anything similar in the future, it would 
have to consider removing young people 
from situations in an attempt to prevent 
them from getting into trouble. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet member for safer neigh¬ 
bourhoods, said: “Clearly, this was a very 
unfortunate incident which we totally 
condemn. 

Disappointing 

“We have a duty to foster good commu¬ 
nity relations and we will continue to work 
with local people and all our partner organ¬ 
isations towards that aim.” 

In total, 19 youngsters went on the trip. 
Eight were aged 16 or above and 11 were 
under 16. In addition, there were five 
youth workers and one police officer, who 
went on a voluntary basis. 

Chief Superintendent Mark Robinson, 
commander for Sandwell Police, said 
“Whilst we feel that the decision to try and 
prevent any potential violence among local 
youths was the right one, clearly the events 
that followed were hugely disappointing.”

Boost for 
children’s 
services 

A SURPRISE inspection 
by Government inspectors 
of Sandwell’s children’s 
services department has 
given it a boost, following 
the shock of a after a 
damning report in 2009. 

Ofsted carried out the 
inspection of the authority’s 
children’s assessment teams 
at the beginning of March. 

It found children in need 
received a “quick and appro¬ 
priate” response and the 
council was meeting its legal 
duties in contact, referral and 
assessment. It also noted 
progress in those areas which 
were criticised in 2009. 

Millions of pounds is being 
invested in the borough’s chil¬ 
dren’s services following the 
previous Ofsted report. 

An investigation was 
launched and social workers 
suspended after Ofsted judged 
Sandwell as ‘inadequate’. 
Ministers issued an Improve¬ 
ment Notice to the council, 
and an improvement plan has 
been drawn up in response. 

Review 

Inspectors spoke to staff at 
all levels during the recent 
two-day inspection, as well as 
looking at case notes and other 
evidence. 

The findings will influence 
the outcome of Ofsted’s annual 
review. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet 
member for children and fam¬ 
ilies, Bob Badham said: “It 
reflects the many far-reaching 
changes we have made to child 
protection.”

Rolling closures for the St 
George’s Day parade in West 
Bromwich will be in place from 
9am to 1pm. There are also clo¬ 
sures in Smethwick from 7am for 
the Sikh community’s Vaisakhi 
procession. 

Some streets in both of the 
towns will be closed for the dura¬ 
tion of both events. 

There are fears that churchgo¬ 
ers could struggle to get to Easter 
Sunday services because of the 
closures. 

Around 90,000 Sikhs are antic¬ 
ipated to attend the Vaisakhi cel¬ 
ebrations, with the parade going 
from Smethwick to Handsworth. 

Last year 20,000 people 


attended the St George’s Day 
parade in West Bromwich. Under 
draft plans set to be agreed by 
Sandwell’s Safety at Public 
Events group this week, closures 
will be in place in Westminister 
Road, Marsh Lane and Walsall 
Road in West Bromwich on April 
24 for the St George’s parade. 

They will continue along 
Heath Lane, All Saints Way, 
Church Vale, Dagger Lane, Lloyd 
Street and Segar Street. 

These roads will reopen as soon 
as the parade has cleared, 
although Stanway Road will be 
closed to through traffic for the 
duration of the event. 

Carnival 

In Smethwick there will be clo¬ 
sures on High Street, Tollhouse 
Way, Rabone Lane and Booth 
Street on the morning of April 24 
for the Vaisakhi event. 

On leaving Booth Street in 
Sandwell the Vaisakhi proces¬ 
sion will continue across the 
borough boundary into Birming¬ 
ham where it will continue to 
Handsworth Park. 


Organisers of the St George’s 
Day parade have revealed that the 
march will end with a carnival- 
style event at West Bromwich’s 
Dartmouth Park. 

Attractions will include stalls, 
fairground rides and refresh¬ 
ments. 

There had been concerns that 
the event in West Bromwich could 
have beem scrapped if organisers 
struggled to raise the funds, after 
Sandwell Council decided not to 
contribute towards externally 
organised community events. 

But the Stone Cross St George 
Association, which runs the event, 
has already raised more than half 
of the £10,000 fundraising target. 

Event spokesman Mark Cowles 
said the event, which starts in 
Stone Cross and ends at the park, 
would finish with a ceremony with 
the British Legion at the Ceno¬ 
taph, where the Last Post would be 
played. Then the fun can start in 
the park 

He added: “We are trying to 
create a carnival type atmos¬ 
phere.” 


Work is starting on pavilion revamp 


WORK is due to start on the creation of a 
£200,000 community pavilion in Great Barr’s 
Red House Park. 

Arun-down sports building in the park is set to be 
completely transformed. The new pavilion will 
include community rooms with kitchen and bath¬ 
room, as well as fully refurbished changing rooms, a 
referees’ room and a meeting area. Sandwell 
Council, which is behind the scheme, wants to 
create a facility that can be used all year round. 

The authority made the decision to create the new 
facilities following years of lobbying by community 
group, The Friends of Red House Park. 

Sandwell Urban Design Architects carried out a

feasibility study of the existing pavilion and con¬ 
cluded that while the building did serve a purpose, 
it was “plain ugly and very basic”. 

David Brown, greenspace development manager 
at Sandwell Council, said: “The purpose of the refur- 
bishments is to bring a redundant area of the sports 
pavilion back into use and give the building a com¬ 
plete makeover. The building is very basic but func¬ 
tional and structurally in a good condition, but it 
looks out of character within the park.” 

The Friends’ group had originally hope to have 
Red House — a Grade II Listed mansion within the 
park - made into a community facility. However, the 
building which dates back to 1841 is instead being 
converted into apartments. 

Mr Brown added: “The Friends of Red House Park 
have requested a community facility within the 
park, that can be used for meetings and events. With 
this in mind we looked at the redundant areas of the 
sports pavilion and concluded this could be con¬ 
verted. The location directly off the Newton Road 
and large car park makes the building an ideal loca¬ 
tion.” 

Work is due to start this month.

WEST Bromwich’s £72 
million arts centre The Public 
has had a bid for more money 
from the Arts Council turned 
down. 

The national funding body for 
the arts has swung the axe to 
slash cash in a bid to reduce its 
spending nationwide by more 
than £450m over four years. 

The funding body, which has spent 
more than £32m of public money on 
the centre in recent years, refused the 
latest application for cash. Bosses at 
the New Street centre were told it had 
lost out to other projects. 

Ros Robins, Arts Council England, 
West Midlands Director, said: “When 
it came to balancing the portfolio other 
organisations were preferred.” 

The Public costs £2.2m a year to run. 
Sandwell Council stepped in to save 
the controversial venue when other 
sources of funding dried up. 

The Arts Council said it plans to 
identify alternative funding streams 
to support the centre’s programme. 

A spokesperson from the Arts 
Council said: “‘Sandwell Arts Trust, 
the body that took over the manage¬ 
ment of The Public from 2009, made a 
modest application to the National 
Portfolio for funds to invest solely in its 
arts programme, not in the running of 
the building. It was thought that the 
programme would make a strong con¬ 
tribution to our goals but when it came 
to balancing the portfolio other organ¬ 
isations were preferred.” 

The Arts Council stated it was 
impressed by the progress that had 
been made and would look at alterna¬ 
tive sources of funding so Sandwell 
Arts Trust’s good work could continue. 

‘We are aware, however, that this 
creates a significant gap for us in pro¬ 
vision locally and so propose to deploy 
resources between 2012 - 2015 from 
our strategic funds to support work in 
this area. We will set aside resources 
and discuss with Sandwell Arts Trust 
and Sandwell MBC how an applica¬ 
tion can be developed to help us ensure 
that high quality arts work can be 
developed.’ 

Managing Director of The Public, 
Linda Saunders said “We are 
delighted that the Arts Council is com¬ 
mitted to supporting our artistic pro¬ 
gramme. We are looking forward to 
continuing to nurture new and young 
artists and showcase their work along¬ 
side established, highly regarded 
artists — using the arts to contribute to 


the exciting regeneration plans 
already in place for West Bromwich.” 

Arts groups across the West Mid¬ 
lands were facing millions of pounds of 
funding cuts when the Arts Council 
unveiled its new funding for the next 
four years. It will see arts organisa¬ 
tions in the Black Country receiving 
£4.3 million in funding from April 
2012. The quango has been ordered to 
cut £457m over four years nationally. 

Among those hit by cuts is the pres¬ 
tigious Birmingham Royal Ballet, 
which recently celebrated 20 years in 
the city, which will see its grant fall 
from £8.1m to £7.2m in 2012/13 but 
then it goes back up to £7.6m in 2015. 

Wolverhampton’s Arena Theatre 
will experience a £4,000 taking it to 
£48,852 but it can look forward to its 
funding soaring to £114,862 by 2015. 

West Bromwich-based Black 
Country Touring, which brings 
touring productions to areas without 
much live theatre, will also have to 
endure a cut of £7,500 before it gets 
more money, going from £102,670 in 
2011/12 to £149,761 three years later. 

Orchestra 

City of Birmingham Symphony 
Orchestra is losing £160,710 this 
coming year and will see its grant 
frozen at £2.1m until 2013. 

Chief executive Stephen Maddock 
said: “Whilst this is not a cash cut, in 
real terms this represents a total 
decrease of 11 per cent over three 
years. Combined with the cut from 
Birmingham City Council, this still 
remains a challenging time for us.” 

Peter Phillips, chairman of the Arts 
Council’s West Midlands Regional 
Council said: “Regretfully, we were not 
able to fund a number of good organi¬ 
sations due to budget restraints but I 
hope we may be able to support some 
of those organisations in different 
ways.” 

Town Hall, Symphony Hall and 
Birmingham Jazz have been success¬ 
ful in their application for Arts Council 
funding, and have been offered a place 
in the Arts Council’s National Portfolio 
programme. Funding has been 
granted for the music programme 
together with new jazz-based educa¬ 
tion and community work. The latter 
will develop the talents of young 
people by working with community 
groups like the Town Hall Community 
Gospel Choir, the Birmingham Jazz 
Youth Ensemble, and the Noteben- 
ders, as well as schools and residents 
in Ladywood, Erdington and Perry 
Barr.

boost jobs 

A NEW waste and recycling centre will 
transform a former Oldbury transport depot, 
creating at least 60 jobs. 

The centre at the empty Rosier Transport site, in 
Trinity Street, will be run by Weir Waste Services 
Ltd. Developers are now set to transform the 
derelict site with new industrial buildings and 
parking for the operation, which has a 42-truck fleet. 

Around 400,000 tons of household, commercial 
and industrial wastes will be dealt with at the site 
each year. The majority, up to about 300,000 tons, 
will comprise construction waste. 

Nick Hood, of Coventry-based MDG Planning, 
which is working on plans for Weir Waste, said: “The 
proposed facility will largely be provided by the 
partial relocation of existing premises in Birming¬ 
ham and will initially introduce approximately 50 to 
60 new jobs in the area, together with existing 
administrative and management positions. 

Traffic 

“Upon the full operation of the facility it is likely 
that the number of employees will rise.” 

He added that traffic flow would be minimal com¬ 
pared to the site’s previous use as a transport yard. 
Half of Weir Waste’s fleet would leave early in the 
morning and not return until late at night, leaving 
the other half working nearby returning to the 
centre three to four times a day Mr Hood said. 

The largest existing building on site will be 
extended to accept household, commercial and 
industrial waste deliveries. 

Paedophile fails in 
sentence appeal 

AN alcoholic paedophile who forced a nine- 
year-old girl to undress in front of a webcam — 
and then threatened to send the pictures to her 
parents - has failed in a Court of Appeal chal¬ 
lenge to his potential lifelong sentence. 

Mark Kenneth Banner was jailed indefinitely at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court in January 2007 after 
admitting causing or inciting a child to engage in 
sexual activity and a string of child pornography 
offences. 

The 46-year-old of Johnson Road, Wednesbury, 
was caught when the girl complained to her mother 
that “a man on the internet” had made her take her 
clothes off on camera. 

Risk 

When he was sentenced, the crown court judge 
said Banner posed a “significant risk of serious 
harm” to children and handed him an open-ended 
sentence of imprisonment for public protection. 

His lawyers argued that it was wrong to categorise 
him as such a public danger and that the indetermi¬ 
nate sentence should not have been passed. 

But, rejecting the appeal, Mrs Justice Nicola 
Davies, sitting with Lord Justice Moses and Mr 
Justice Maddison, said the pattern of Banner’s 
offences had shown “significant escalation” and 
upheld Banner’s sentence.

THESE dramatic pictures 
capture the moment two ruth¬ 
less gunmen were foiled 
during a terrifying bid to rob a 
Smeth wickj e weller s. 

The CCTV images were released by 
police as robbers Sandeep Singh and 
Sandeep Kumar started 12 and 10- 
year jail sentences. 

The pair posed as customers to trick 
their way into Jai Jewellers in Cape 
Hill before pulling 9mm handguns on 
horrified owner Deepak Gogna and his 
wife. 

Mr Gogna was pistol whipped but 
still managed to activate an alarm 
that filled the store with smoke, allow¬ 
ing him and and his wife to slip out of 
the back. 

Singh frantically tried to shoot his 
way out by aiming his gun, that was 


loaded with live ammunition, at the 
front window of the store - where a 
group of school children had gathered. 

Luckily the gun jammed when the 
27-year-old pulled the trigger. 

Then he and Kumar, aged 26, tried 
to make their escaoe by shattering the 
reinforced plate glass with chairs. 

The desperate duo battered a hole in 
the window during the raid at 3.30pm 
on November 10 last year but it was 
not large enough to climb through. 
Brave passers-by tried to block their 
escape route by pulling down the shut¬ 
ters. 

The robbers managed to fumble 
through the fog of white smoke fill- 
ingthe room to find the button that 
released the first of two doors leading 
to the street. But this locked behind 
the raiders trapping them between 
two security doors. 


Gogna 

Emergency services arrived and fire 
crews spent 10 minutes cutting away 
the outer door to allow waiting armed 
police to disarm and arrest Singh and 
Kumar, whose gun did not have a 
firing pin. 

Mr Gogna said: “Initially my wife 
and I felt shocked and worried that it 
could happen again. 

Nightmares 

“We now treat all customers with 
suspicion and still have nightmares.” 

The robbery came less than a month 
after a similar attack on Dulhan Jew¬ 
ellers in Palfrey, Walsall, on October 
13, in which Singh was involved. 

He appeared to be a customer and 
was allowed into the premises where 
he pulled out an imitation handgun on 
owner Waheed Ahmad before opening 
the security doors for three men. They 
emptied £96,000 worth of jewellery

into laundry bags along with £1,700 
cash from the safe. The gang escaped 
in a stolen transit van that was 
dumped nearby. 

Another transit van was pictured on 
CCTV parked outside Jai Jewellers 
during the bungled raid. It was driven 
away when it became obvious that the 
two robbers were not coming out and 
was later found abandoned nearby. 
Laundry bags like those used to carry 
away jewellery from the earlier raid 
were found inside the vehicle. 

Singh and Kumar, both of Chantry 
Road, Handsworth, were jailed at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court on 
Friday. Singh pleaded guilty to 
robbery, attempted robbery and pos¬ 
session of a firearm and was sentenced 
to 12 years while Kumar got 10 years 
after admitting attempted robbery 
and possessing a firearm. 
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Ten year ban 
for mother 
and daughter 
who let dog 
suffer mange 

A MOTHER and daughter have been 
banned from keeping animals for 10 years 
after failing to get treatment for a dog suf¬ 
fering from a serious skin disease and flea 
infestation. 

RSPCA officers found the six-month-old Stafford¬ 
shire bull terrier-type dog with open and sore 
wounds. 

At Warley Magistrates Court on Friday Jane 
Callaghan, aged 29, and her mother Mary Tedstone, 
66, from West Bromwich, were fined £100 each and 
ordered to pay £500 each in costs. 

One vet said it was one of the worst cases of the 
disease, called demodectic mange, he had ever seen. 

Presiding magistrate Terry Wood said: “We accept 
in this case that it was more an inadequate call for 
help rather than a deliberate cruel act but it resulted 
in the animal suffering very badly.” 

Prosecutor Gaynor Sutton said RSPCA officers 
were called to the home in Trinity Street on Septem¬ 
ber 15 after receiving a phone call. Although the 
phone call was recorded as a complaint, it was not 
clear who it was made by. 

The dog, called Princess, was suffering from from 
a flea infestation that had caused anaemia. 

Mother-of-two Callaghan and her mother Ted- 
stone, who are both on benefits, each pleaded guilty 
to two counts of causing unnecessary suffering to an 
animal in that they had failed to provide Princess 
with veterinary care or a routine flea cleaning. 

Recovery 

Milo Turner, defending, said Callaghan and Ted- 
stone had inherited their pet from a litter produced 
by a neighbour’s dog. He pointed out neither had pre¬ 
vious convictions . 

“Both accept that they ought to have made 
arrangements to take the dog to a vet of some sort,” 
he said. 

Mr Wood ordered Princess be rehomed. The dog 
has now made a full recovery. 

More than 20 council 
wage appeals unheard 

A FINAL 23 appeals against new wage 
bands introduced by Sandwell Council have 
still to be heard, three months after the dead¬ 
line passed. 

The council has already spent £4.1 million on 
implementing single status — a Government- 
imposed scheme to introduce new pay structures. 

Atotal of 1,066 people appealed after 10 new wage 
bands were brought in at the authority in January 
last year. 

Of these 448 were successful, with the final 23 still 
to be heard. 

Confident 

Cabinet Councillor Mahboob Hussain said: ‘We 
are confident that the £600,000 we set aside for 
appeals will cover the costs involved.” 

Meanwhile, Walsall Council, which employs 
around 10,000 workers, is due to implement single 
status in the summer but has warned employees 
that if they cannot agree on new terms they face dis¬ 
missal. 

The council says said it may have to borrow up to 
£48.4 million to cover extra pay.

50-year-old football 
hooligan is jailed 

A FOOTBALL hooligan from 
Wednesbury has been jailed for his 
part in a brawl on the day of a big FA 
Cup match. 

Judge Martin Edmunds told 
Chelsea fan Ian Cutler, aged 50, of 
Wednesbury, he was “old enough to 
know better” after he was spotted 
kicking and punching a man lying on 
the ground. 

He admitted violent disorder on 
February 13 last year when Chelsea 
played at home to Cardiff City. The 
builder, who has football convictions 
dating back to the 1970s, was jailed for 
14 months when he appeared at Isle- 
worth Crown. He was also banned 
from football grounds for six years.

Mr Pank Patel, headteacher at 
Wood Green High School, said: “We are 
part of that petition. 

“Not just our students, but the stu¬ 
dents from Stuart Bathurst and other 
primary schools use that road. We 
don’t want the council to act after an 
accident, we want something done to 
stop accidents from happening.” 

Cllr Rowley, said: “There is an inves¬ 
tigation going on at the moment into 
this .”

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Chief’s fond farewell 
after 36 years in force 


WHEN Steve Dugmore 
was a young bobby on the 
beat, Austin Allegros had 
square steering wheels and 
the 1970s were in full swing. 

In the years that followed, he 
saw a colleague blown off the 
roof of a police station, the hor¬ 
rific aftermath of the 1974 pub 
bombings in Birmingham and 
the riots in Handsworth and 
Lozells. 

And, despite being assaulted on 
his first day on the beat, outgoing 
chief of Sandwell Police says he 
does not regret a moment. 

Chief Superintendent Steve 
Dugmore is retiring as part of a cull 
of officers who have given more 
than 30 years’ service. 

West Midlands Police Authority 
is using regulation A19 to force 300 
officers into retirement as it battles 
to save £120 million. 

Mr Dugmore, who grew up in 
Coseley, joined the force as a cadet 
in August 1972, and won runner-up 
Cadet of the Year for the West Mid¬ 
lands in a three-year period before 
joining the force proper. 

Bombings 

It was far from a gentle introduc¬ 
tion however, as he joined in the 
wake of the IRA pub bombings in 
Birmingham, which killed 21 
people in 1974. 

And Mr Dugmore, aged 54, had 


first-hand experience of the 
tragedy which descended on the 
city, as friends and colleagues were 
caught up in separate explosions. 

The Tavern in the Town, since 
renamed the Yard of Ale on New 
Street, was targetted along with 
the Mulberry Bush. 

Mr Dugmore said: “I remember it 
was a really sombre time. I had a 
friend who was in the Tavern in 
Town who was injured in the blast 
but thankfully it was not worse. 

“And another colleague I remem¬ 
ber went to open a suspicious 
package around the time of the 
bombings at Steelhouse Lane 
police station and he was blown 
15ft over a metal fence. He was 
very lucky not to be injured.” 

Not only were spirits low around 
the city but Mr Dugmore was given 
a baptism of fire on patrol in Birm¬ 
ingham City Centre on his first day 
in the job. 

He says: “I chased a man and a 
woman using a credit card they got 
from a kidnapping to a shop and, as 
they tried to get away out the back, 

I was assaulted. 

“I had cuts and bruises from 
punches and kicks. I think it was a 
sign of things to come.” 

Mr Dugmore spent three years 
as a bobby on the beat until 1978 
then working as a traffic motorcy¬ 
clist and later in surveillance, Steve Dugmore, Chief Superintendent LPU commander 
including tracking those involved at Sandwell; bottom left, Steve as a police constable in

In the same unit he met his wife 
Denise, a now-retired detective ser¬ 
geant, with whom he has two chil¬ 
dren. 

A move to CID for Wednesbury, 
Tipton and West Bromwich beckoned, 
where he was digging into “a number 
of murders”. 

He joined Sandwell Operational 
Command Unit four years ago, and 
was asked to lead the new Local Polic¬ 
ing Unit in 2010. 

Under his stewardship, recorded 
crime fell over the last year, with 2,742 
fewer victims compared to 2009. 


“The people I have met. including 
volunteers working together to make 
the borough better for everybody, have 
been remarkable,” he said. 

“It’s a real credit the way people 
come together. 

“I was given an award by the 
borough’s mayor at full council 
recently and to be recognised by the 
people you are trying to serve was 
truly humbling. 

“I’ve had 36 years of service but I 
could not have asked for a better place 
to end my career. 

“It’s been a real privilege.”

£5,500, and brick pillars 
have been restored at the 
Victoria Road entrance. 

Improvements have 
already been made to the 
main entrance as part of an 
ongoing programme, which 
includes transforming the 
Sons of Rest building within 
the park into a community 
centre. This will add to work 
already undertaken to 
restore the Chance Memo¬ 
rial. 

The memorial was dedi¬ 
cated to the founders of the 
Chance Brothers glass¬ 
works. 

It, along with a drinking 
fountain and extra play 
equipment, was installed 
last year. 

Ward Councillor Paramjit 
Randhawa said: “This work 
is welcome and it’s a sign of 
the council and community 


coming together to provide a 
good solution. 

“It’s a great boost for the 
friends group who cam¬ 
paigned so hard for the park to 
be restored. It’s a big victory 
for them.” 

A total of 184 people cam¬ 
paigned to transform the Sons 
of Rest building, which has 
lain derelict for the past six 
years. 

Fencing 

Residents signed a petition 
to turn the building into a com¬ 
munity centre, which it is 
hoped will be manned by vol¬ 
unteers. 

Fencing was put up around 
the building in mid-February 
ahead of its £50,000 refit. 

The eventual transforma¬ 
tion will include a new water¬ 
tight roof, new uPVC windows 


and external doors, a replace¬ 
ment heating system, damp 
proof surfaces to the walls and 
floor and repair plasterwork 
where needed. 

Ornate security fencing will 
also be erected. 

Council chiefs announced in 
October last year they would 
make £50,000 available from 
the borough’sr Grot Spot 
funding pot, which is used to 
transform run-down and 
derelict sites around 
Sandwell. 

The Smethwick Sons of Rest 
group disbanded six years ago 
as elderly members were 
finding it increasingly difficult 
to attend the centre. 

Since the group disbanded, 
vandals have taken advantage 
by damaging the roof of the 
building and smashing the 
windows.

Addict jailed for role in theft at factory 

Metal raid failed 
when lorry shed 
its stolen load 


A GANG was foiled after a 
stolen lorry loaded with a £64,000 
haul of metal taken moments 
earlier during a raid on a Black 
Country factory shed part of its 
load. 

The lorry was stopped by police after 
some of the stolen steel, copper and 
brass fell off as it was being driven 
away from Warley Polishing in 
Cradley, where the metal doors had 
been forced and a hole smashed in the 
wall. 

Two men fled from the cab and ran 
off along James Scott Road. But one of 
them, Andrew Guest, was caught after 
being cornered by officers in a nearby 
street, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told. 

Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting, 
said the lorry, worth£20,000, had been 
taken from J&S Metal Finishers of 
Shaw Road Industrial Estate, Dudley. 

Steel posts valued at £2,000 were 
also stolen and £2,000 damage caused 
as the gang broke in after forcing the 
rear door of neighbouring Scott Steel 
Services and taking scrap metal. 

Mr Searle told how the thieves then 


drove the truck to Warley Polishing 
and used a fork lift truck found to load 
stolen sheet metal. 

“As a result of the weight and inse¬ 
cure way it had been placed on the 
vehicle part of the load spilled into the 
road,” said Mr Searle. 

“A passing police patrol saw this and 
two men ran off when the lorry was 
stopped.” 

More than £600 damage was caused 
to the Warley Polishing factory. 

The lorry rolled down a hill into an 
embankment after being abandoned 
by the thieves, who did not have time 
to apply the brakes before fleeing. 

Heroin 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, defending, 
said that Guest, aged 31, of Merryfield 
Road, Russells Hall, Dudley, had a

Obesity sparks 
concern over 
new takeaways 

SCORES of applications for new fast food 
restaurants in Sandwell have been made in 
the last year - despite the borough facing an 
obesity crisis. 

Atotal of 23 new premises applications were made 
last year, on top of more than 600 such businesses 
already operating in the borough. 

Sandwell has one of the worst obesity problems in 
the region and more than £250,000 has been spent 
on referring 5,000 residents for obesity treatment in 
recent years. 

The council is now collecting results of a survey of 
residents’ eating habits which will be used to inform 
new planning policy to control new takeaways. 

Sandwell’s cabinet member for jobs and economy 
Councillor Ian Jones said: “The information will 
help inform some new planning policy being written 
to control the opening of new takeaways in areas 
where there is already a high concentration of such 
outlets and in sensitive areas by schools. 

“Such a policy, it is felt, is needed to try and 
address issues of obesity and poor diet in the 
borough. 

Healthier 

“The policy will not affect existing hot food outlets 
as this is outside the scope of planning control under 
existing legislation.” 

Paul Southon, public health development 
manager at Sandwell Primary Care Trust said that 
the trust did not monitor the number of new applica¬ 
tions for takeaways. He added: “Recognising that 
most takeaways are local small businesses and the 
importance of local businesses at the moment we are 
also working with a number of them to look at how 
they can make the food they sell healthier.” 

Bid to get rid of 
queues at tip 

WORK is set to start in the summer on a 
scheme to stop cars queueing outside the 
Sandwell borough’s main tip. 

Shidas Lane in Oldbury has become a traffic 
hotspot with cars queuing at busy times to get into 
the waste dumping facility. 

Now Serco, which runs the borough’s £650 million 
waste contract, is set to overhaul the sites as part of 
a £20 million scheme to improve waste services 
across Sandwell. 

The work at Shidas Lane is being done in a bid to 
cut traffic waiting times and congestion at the 
household waste and recycling centre. 

It will include a better traffic flow system to reduce 
queuing time both in and outside the site at peak 
times. There will be more unloading bays and more 
recycling and rubbish containers for people to use. 

Sandwell Council has granted planning permis¬ 
sion for the scheme. 

Quickly 

Serco spokesman Adam Fergie said: “These 
changes will mean residents can dispose their recy¬ 
cling quickly and easily. 

“We know the site is very popular and we will also 
be extending opening hours so residents have 
greater flexibility in when they want to use the 
service.” 

Serco took over the 25-year bin contract in 
Sandwell last November. Serco’s £20m plans for the 
borough include a new £15m waste treatment plant 
in Hill Top. Construction of the Eagle Recovery 
ransfer Hub in Tipton will create 95 jobs and 20 con¬ 
tracts for local firms, while 10 people will run the 
plant when it opens.

Metal plant leaving 
site to make way 
for 180 new homes 


BOSSES of a Smethwick 
metal recycling plant are set to 
move to a smaller site across 
the borough, with their base — 
the former home of engineer¬ 
ing giant GKN - to be trans¬ 
formed into a housing estate of 
almost 200 homes. 

Moving Atlas Metals to a new 
home will safeguard jobs, says 
owner Jon Cart mill. 

The firm which turns over more 
than £2 million a year, is currently in 
Cranford Street, Smethwick, but the 
search is now on to find a new two-and- 
a-quarter acre site in Oldbury or West 
Bromwich. 

Plans for up to 186 new homes on 
the site are due to be submitted within 
weeks as demand for housing in the 
town grows, particulary due to plans 
for the £370 million ‘super hospital’ in 
Grove Lane. 

Mr Cartmill said: “I’m looking for a 
new site this side of Wolverhampton, 
with a view to staying the Oldbury or 
West Bromwich side of the borough. 

“We’re not downsizing the operation 


but we would like to run more effi¬ 
ciently and would be quite happy with 
a two-and-a-quarter acre site.” 

Mountains of scrap metal at the 
current nine acre site site would grad¬ 
ually dwindle as the move would need 
the firm, which employs 11 workers, to 
operate two sites simultaneously for a 
period. 

Customers 

Mr Cartmill added: “We’d have to 
run down this site slowly and we’d be 
in situ at the new site and the old site 
for a time to keep continuity for our 
customers. 

“To uplift our current operation will 
cost us somewhere in the region of 
£750,000 without taking into account 
any freehold. 

“That will cover any new facilities, 
dismantling equipment and concret¬ 
ing at any new premises for the busi¬ 
ness, as well as a weighbridge or office 
facilities for example if the new place 
does not have them.” 

Mr Cartmill also said: “We would 
like to increase our recycling and 
would like to add a plant, which may 
mean we add four extra workers for 
that.” 


Care home plan at 
former restaurant 


THE derelict site of a former 
Oldbury restaurant will be trans¬ 
formed into a care home after 
being given the go-ahead by plan¬ 
ning chiefs. 

A 50 to 55-bed bed nursing home for 
the elderly will now be created at 
Newbury Lane. 

The plans for the former Valentino 
Restaurant were submitted by Supe¬ 
rior Care Ltd, which already owns the 
Newbury Manor Nursing Home oppo¬ 
site. 

Tividale councillor David Hinton 


said the scheme was welcome pro¬ 
vided developers could solve potential 
parking problems on Newbury Lane. 

Cllr Hinton said: “The main thing to 
sort out is the parking problems. If 
you’ve got 50-plus beds on that site 
you’ve got the potential for around 100 
visitors on a very busy main road. 

“And how many staff are they going 
to have, with their cars as well? 

“People have got to start thinking 
these things through when they grant 
permissions for these schemes. I’ve got 
no problem with a nursing home going 
in there though.”

Postcode lottery fear 
over prostate cancer 


MEN with prostate cancer in 
Sandwell are twice as likely to die 
from the disease as those in a 
plush London suburb, a charity 
claims. 

Figures show that sufferers living in 
Sandwell are twice as likely to die 
from the disease as those who live in 
Kensington and Chelsea, leading to 
claims of a “postcode lottery” from the 
Prostate Cancer Charity. 

The organisation has compiled figures 
which show the borough has more than 30 


deaths from prostate cancer per 100,000 
people. 

This figure is more than 25 per cent 
higher than the national average. 

The charity’s chief executive Owen 
Sharp said: “It is clearly unacceptable that 
men diagnosed with prostate cancer in dif¬ 
ferent parts of England could live or die 
based on their address. 

“What we really need to see now is a 
clear and credible answer to why, despite 
improvements in prostate cancer services, 
this remains the case.”

trusts in England have a prostate cancer 
death rate that is 10 per cent above the 
national average. The data is a three-year 
average taken between 2007-2009. 

Previous research suggests the reason for 
the postcode lottery which gives some 
patients a better chance of survival than 
others may be down to diagnosis, with those 
living in poorer areas being less likely to go 
to their doctor early with signs of cancer. 

However, a recent Government report 
also suggested some patients had to go to 
their GP more than twice complaining of 
symptoms before they were referred to the 
hospital for tests. 

Campaign 

The Prostate Cancer Charity was launch¬ 
ing a campaign last week to encourage men 
at increased risk to have a prostate test. 

Every year in the UK 37,000 men are 
diagnosed with prostate cancer and one 
man dies of the disease every hour. 

Common symptoms include having to 
rush to the toilet, difficulty passing urine 
and needing to go more frequently.

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From red heat 
of industry to 
Swedish cool

M ANY of the shoppers 
making their way 
around giant Swedish 
home furnishings store Ikea in 
Wednesbury probably have little 
idea the site used to be home to a 
steelworks that employed thou¬ 
sands of people. 

FH Lloyd & Co Ltd produced a 
wide range of castings including ship 
propellers, turbine casing and sec¬ 
tions for bridges and cranes. 

The massive site on which the main 
factory was set takes in the current Ikea 
site and the nearby Gallagher Retail 
Park, and stretched as far as Mecca 
Bingo. 

The giant steelworks is currently the 
subject of an exhibition by Wednesbury 
Local History Society at the town’s 
museum and art gallery, on Holyhead 
Road. 

The exhibition includes a range of old 
photographs showing both staff who 
worked for the firm and the castings that 
they produced. 

FH Lloyd & Co Ltd was established by 
Francis Henry Lloyd, near James Bridge 
in 1878. 

The pictures trace the growth of the 
firm and the amazing feats its workers 
managed near the turn of the 20th 
century. 

A 20-ton steel gearbox is the subject of 
one image, showing the scale of the 
moulds the staff would fill with molten 
metal to produce the iconic firm’s wares. 

And as the firm expanded throughout 
the 20th century so too did the size of its 
products, as can be seen in another image 
of a heavy excavator. 

Every component, from the body of the 
excavator to its caterpillar tracks, was 
fashioned by FH Lloyd & Co Ltd staff. 

The degree of skill and precision 
needed to shape hunks of steel can be 
clearly seen as one worker grinds the 


outside of a spoked locomotive wheel, 
being showered with sparks. Workers 
needed both to take the weight of the 
wheel and manoeuvre machinery simul¬ 
taneously. 

The exhibition also includes images of 
the steelworks as they were at the turn of 
the century, with the curved roof of the 
foundry atop the open yard, which con¬ 
tained the red-hot furnaces in the fore¬ 
ground of the image. 

As the years wore on, the company’s 
Wednesbury base grew as 1920s plans of 
the site show. A row of sheds were added 
to the existing steelworks on the right- 
hand side of this photograph of plans. 

The firm’s iconic delivery wagons are 
the subject of another image, which 
shows staff at the turn of the 1920s sat 
beside a solid-tyred steam lorry. The 
firm’s logo ran alongside the wagons. 

Peter Knowles, of Wednesbury Local 
History Society, said: “This was a great 
and historic Wednesbury firm and we are 
immensely proud of what we have found.” 

FH Lloyd steelworks provided employ¬ 
ment to the local area for some 100 years. 
However, recessions plagued its final few 
years and it finally went out of business 
in 1982. Triplex then took the site over, 
but their ownership was short lived and it 
was then sold to Ikea in 1988, being 
demolished almost immediately. 

Reunion 

Stuart Lane, of Wednesbury Museum 
and Art Gallery, added: “If anyone sees a 
photograph they recognise we would ask 
them to note it down in the visitors book 
so that we can add it to the information 
we already have. 

“We have run similar exhibitions in the 
past in conjunction with the Patent Shaft 
Works and hope this will be just as suc¬ 
cessful.” 

The exhibition runs until April 30 and 
will culminate with a reunion of former 
employees of the firm on the final day, 
between 1 and 4pm.

But doubts were raised after a letter 
written to the comic claimed he was born 
the son of gipsy on the “Black Patch” in 
Smethwick. 

Now, an old newspaper article about 
Chaplin found in a cellar has deepened the 
mystery further. 

The story in the Birmingham Gazette, 


who came across it while looking for old 
Baggies match reports. He bought a collec¬ 
tion of more than 1,000 newspapers, which 
he keeps in his cellar, from a former worker 
at a Birmingham library for £30. 

The library used to archive the newspa¬ 
pers but got rid of them after they were 
transferred to microfiche in the 1970s. 

“I was going through the papers and I 
came across this on the front 
page,” said Mr Debney, a 
health and safety manager. 

“It got my attention 
because when my wife was at 
school people used to joke she 
was related to Charlie 
Chaplin. Then I heard about 
the letter and it got me think¬ 
ing: why would he want to 
come to the Black Country?” 

The uncovered letter about 
Black Patch was found in the 
locked drawer of a bureau 
which was inherited by 
Chaplin’s daughter, Victoria, 
after Charlie’s widow, Oona, 
died in 1991. 

Jack Hill wrote from Tam- 
worth in the 1970s to inform 
Chaplin he was born on the 
Black Patch in Smethwick. 

It also said he entered the 
world in a caravan that 
belonged to the “Gypsy 
Queen”. 

Father-of-four Mr Debney, 
aged 40, of Two Gates, said: “I 
don’t know what I think. 

“The letter in his drawer 
sounds like it was written by 
someone who had nothing to 
gain. 

“You have to ask why 
someone from Hollywood - 
born in London - would want 
to visit the Black Country.

The Black Patch was a thriving Romany 
community based on the industrial edge of 
Birmingham in the 1880s. 

Chaplin’s birth certificate has never 
been located but it was thought he was 
born in London in 1889. 

His mother Hannah, whose maiden 
name is Hill, was descended from a travel¬ 
ling family. 

Chaplin is one of the greatest figures of 
the 20th century, famous for his character, 
the Little Tramp, and later lampooning 
Hitler in The Great Dictator. The survivor 
of a tough workhouse childhood, he became 
one of the best-known film stars in the 
silent movie era. 

Chaplin’s oldest surviving son Michael 
has said that the idea of Chaplin being a 
gipsy born in Smethwick does not bother 
him. He said the letter must have been sig¬ 
nificant for Chaplin to have kept it. 

There are plans to turn the Chaplin 
family home in Montreux, Switzerland, 
into a museum.

Mother campaigns for electrical 
checks after daughter’s death 



Thirza Whittall 


THE heartbroken mother 
of a Rowley Regis woman 
killed by a power fault 
wants the Government to 
order landlords to under¬ 
take regular electrical 
checks. 

Jane Andain’s call came fol¬ 
lowing the death of her daugh¬ 
ter Thirza Whittall, who died 


when an electrical fault made 
her bath taps live just six days 
after she moved into her 
Cornish dream home in March 
2008 

Mrs Whittall, aged 33, had 
moved from Rowley Regis with her 
husband Fred and their two young 
children to a new home in 
Portscatho, near St Mawes. 

She died because a faulty heater 
and a lack of an earth bonding 


Blessing for school’s new extension 


A £270,000 extension to a 
Wednesbury school has been offi¬ 
cially opened by the Catholic Arch¬ 
bishop of Birmingham at a 
candle-lit procession. 

Pupils welcomed Archbishop 
Bernard Longley to bless and officially 
open the new building at St Mary’s 
Catholic Primary School last weel. 

The extension to the school on 
Manor House Road took 10 months to 
complete and consists of an open-plan 
teaching space for nursery and recep¬ 
tion pupils and a purpose-built 
outdoor play area. 

Acting deputy head Maura Logan 
said: “We are delighted with the new 
extension, it is a very comfortable 
learning environment for the chil¬ 
dren.” 

Ceremony 

At the official opening ceremony it 
was the Year 6 pupils who led the a rch- 
bishop in a candle-lit procession to the 
school hall where a service took place. 

The children were joined by school 
staff, governors, and parishioners at 
the service. 

Afterwards the children lined the 
corridors as the archbishop made his 
way to the new school building and 
blessed the building. 

Following the ceremony the school 
held a special celebratory lunch with 
members of the diocese, the governors, 
staff and pupils. 

Headteacher Kathryn Hill said: “It 
is a wonderful moment in the history of 
St. Mary’s and one that our children 
will remember.”

under the enamel bath combined 
to turn the metal taps into a live 
electrical conductor. 

The electrical wiring in her 
rented property had not been 
tested since 1981. Tests later found 
the taps were carrying a 175-volt 
charge. 

The coroner at her inquest said if 
proper checks had been made her 
death could have been prevented. 
Now her mother is calling for the 
introduction of legal requirements 
on landlords to ensure 
electrical safety in rented 
homes. 

She is highlighting 
that while landlords are 
legally obliged to provide 
an annual gas safety cer¬ 
tificate, there is no equiv¬ 
alent legal obligation for 
electrical installations. 

Mrs Andain said: “It 
has been three years 
since she died and two 
years since the inquest 
when we learned about 
the electrical faults. As 
the coroner said at the 
time, it is beyond belief 
that there is nothing in 
law to make sure these 
checks are made. 

Awareness 

“Thirza was a very pas¬ 
sionate woman and very 
committed to campaign¬ 
ing for what she believed 
in and I think she would 
want me to raise aware¬ 
ness of this issue and try 
and make sure this 
doesn’t happen to anyone 
else.” 

Mrs Whittall had 
worked at Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital as an 
optometrist. 

Her mother is now 
working with the Electri¬ 
cal Safety Council to 
promote a tenants’ check¬ 
list which reveals the 
danger signs to look out 
for in rented homes.

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No to ball 
games 
after cars 
damaged 

POLICE say ball games must not be 
played in a Tipton street, following com¬ 
plaints about cars being dented. 

Letters from West Midlands Police have been 
posted to homes in Holcroft Street after residents 
said several cars had been damaged. 

The Oldbury and Tividale neighbourhood team 
asked parents to advise their children not to play in 
the street. However, say it was an over-reaction and 
said children have played in the street for years. 

“I think a lot of people have forgotten what it’s like 
to be a kid,” said Holcroft Street resident Ruth Kaur, 
aged 30, whose six-year-old son played out before the 
letters arrived. “I do feel sorry for the children. They 
have hit my car with the ball in the past and they 
apologised and it was fine. 

“The nearest park is at the back of Tividale 
Primary School but it’s a long way and it would be 
unsafe to let them go there on their own.” 

Another mother in the same street is Shaheem 
Begum, 42. She said two of her children, aged nine 
and 11, played out. “I am miffed because now they 
have nowhere to go,” she said. 

Anti-social 

But not everyone is upset about the letter. Father- 
of-four Habeeb Khan, aged 32, a customer adviser 
who lives in nearby Church Street, said: “Some cars 
have been dented because of the children playing 
football. 

“I think it’s fair. If a parent wants their child to 
play outside they should go to the park.” 

The letter states: “As you are aware the warm 
weather is approaching us and along with it brings 
anti-social behaviour problems. We appreciate that 
whilst there may not be many facilities in the area 
for youths to play football and other ball games, 
please could you advise your children playing ball 
games in the street and at the top of Holcroft Street 
is not advised.” 

It goes on to say that police received various com¬ 
plaints about ball games last year from residents, 
who as well as being concerned about damage to 
parked cars were worried about the children’s safety. 

Deb Edmonds, of West Midlands Police, said the 
letter was a “gentle reminder” to parents. “We don’t 
want to spoil anyone’s fun,” she added.

Mike takes stock with 
the state of pop scene 


L AST summer, Mike Stock, one third of 
Stock, Aitken and Waterman, hit the 
headlines after his comments about 
modern pop music. 

The 59-year-old believes pop is not suitable for chil¬ 
dren anymore, and the music industry has been 
over-sexualised. 

Last year he penned songs for a new musical for kids, 
The Go! Go! Go! Show, in London, which has now been 
snapped up by Alton Towers to spend the entire season in 
its Cloud Cuckoo Land Theatre. 

Characters 

He said: “I’m not trying to make a stand on what’s going on, but 
pop music is being taken away from young kids. 

“They don’t get to listen to proper pop music anymore, because 
parents don’t feel safe to leave their kids with music these days.” 

His new show features music written by him and Steve Crosby, 
the man behind Steps. 

The family show includes catchy pop songs, easy-to-learn dance 
moves and audience participation to give the audience an all¬ 
round family experience. Similar shows have been done before, 
Disney’s High School Musical has been a 
worldwide hit, and Stock doesn’t mind 
being compared to them. 

He said: “High School Musical started 
off being child-oriented, but then all the 
characters started growing up and it’s 
more of a teen thing now. 

“I don’t mind being compared to High 
School Musical, as long as it’s the first one 
before they all grew up!” 

Stock, Aitken and Waterman were the 
80s hit factory who wrote and produced 
songs for artists such as Kylie Minogue, 

Jason Donovan, Bananarama and Rick 
Astley. 

Stock is one of the most successful song¬ 
writers and producers Britain has ever 
seen. He holds eight Ivor Novello awards 
for song writing, has 16 number ones with 
11 different artists, and has worked with 
some of the best musicians the world has 
seen. 

He said: “I’ve worked with Sir Paul 
McCartney and Sir Cliff Richard, who are 
the godfathers of pop, and Kylie Minogue 
was a very quick learner and great to work 
with. 

“But I did some work with Mel and Kim

which was groundbreaking, and I really 
enjoyed doing that.” 

Since starting his music career in the 
early 80s, Stock has seen the industry 
transform into something he no longer 
feels happy with. 

He said: “You couldn’t have a number 
one back then unless you sold half a 
million physical copies, now you can get 
one by selling 30,000 downloads. 

“With the digital age, people don’t go 
into shops and appreciate the artwork on

the cover of a CD. They can download it for 
79p or watch it on YouTube, so the industry 
has shrunk massively since the 80s. 

“The industry has lost part of experience 
where people invest time looking through 
racks and racks of CD’s, and it should try 
and get it back.” 

However, Stock insists it is not old-fash¬ 
ioned to take up this stance on music. 

He said: “It’s not about being old-fash¬ 
ioned; it’s about saying I love this record, 
so I’m going to invest my time and money 
into getting it, and I want to part of it.” 

The technological advances the music 
studio has experienced also frustrates 
Stock. 

He said: ‘You don’t need talent to make 
it anymore. You can use various gizmos 
and boxes to make it sound right, and 
nowadays you can’t put a song out unless 
it sounds like that. 

“People used to be proud of their stereos, 
now music is listened to on cheap little ear¬ 
phones.” 

Stock’s Go! Go! Go! Show started on Sat¬ 
urday when the theme park opened its 
gates for the 2011 season.

A LATE goal from Brett Clark gave Tividale 
the points as they took another step towards 
the West Midlands Premier League title. 

The home side’s defensive duo of Danny Carter 
and Danny Forward were outstanding and held the 
visitors attack at bay.

The breakthrough did eventually come when on 
85 minutes when Wednesfield’s Carter got the ball 
stuck between his feet as he attempted to clear yet 
another Tividale ball into the box. The ball trickled 
to the edge of the penalty area to Clark, whose astute 
lob left the rookie Arnold stranded. 

After scoring six goals without reply in midweek 
to hammer Dudley Town, the league leaders took the 
points with this solitary strike and registered a 
clean sheet for the third consecutive game. The 
result could well prove crucial for Tividale on a day 
when their closest rivals dropped points. 

Jakab nets yet 
another hat-trick 

TIPTON TOWN 4 ALVECHURCH 0 

JOSEF Jakab struck his fifth hat-trick of the 
season as Tipton returned to winning ways with a 
Midland Alliance win against Alvechurch. 

Jakab has netted four hat-tricks in the last five 
weeks in a run that has seen him score 16 times in 
his last nine games. 

Tipton made just one change from Thursday’s 
defeat at Boldmere with Ryan Mosedale coming in 
for Steve Palmer. It was a sluggish start from the 
home side in an unconvincing first half, Jakab 
missed the target early on as both sides struggled. 
Alvechurch had a chance through DJ Pitt and Jakab 
headed a Marcus Jackson cross wide of the post.

The game was made safe with two goals in five 
minutes midway through the second half.Jakab 
added a second when he made a dart to the near post 
to convert Jackson’s corner and Danny Bragoli got 
into double figures for the season when he headed 
home after Mosedale crossed from the right. 

Tipton made two further changes with Danny 
Campbell replacing Osbourne and youngster 
Warren Brooks made his debut in place of Mosedale. 

Matt Sargeant saved from Pitt after the striker 
had capitalised on a defensive error but the Tipton 
keeper saved. 

Tipton looked for more goals, Jackson was denied 
by a smart save from Taylor and twice Jakab almost 
scored, firstly curling an effort just wide of the far 
post and then volleying John Hill’s cross just wide. 

Jakab wasn’t to be denied and did complete his 
hat-trick in injury time. Brooks delivered a corner 
which was flicked on by Ross Brown and Jakab 
picked his spot to give the keeper no chance. 

GORNAL ATHLETIC 1 BUSTLEHOLME1 

IN an evenly-matched game the home side took 
the lead thanks to a great strike from Richard Young. 

Bustleholme were missing influential players 
Jordan Perks, Ryan Trumpeter and Ash Grainger 
but kept plugging away and eventually forced an 
equaliser when a superb Connor Scott cross was met 
by Darren Leonard, who headed into the roof of the 
net. 

Although both teams went for the win, the West 
Midlands Premier game ended with the points 
shared. 


Villa share points 
but reveal team’s 
split personality 


IF EVER there was a game 
to sum up the split personal¬ 
ity of Villa’s season then this 
was it. 

A first half which was flat, 
lacking in creativity and marred 
by defensive errors was in com¬ 
plete contrast to a performance 
after the break packed full of 
endeavour, goals and superb 
attacking play. 

Maybe it is time that Gerard 
Houllier called in the psycholo¬ 
gists to get to the bottom of 
exactly why Villa’s performances 
are so erratic from one game to 
the next. 

They were brilliant against 
Bolton - albeit in a losing cause - 
but absolutely dreadful at home 
against Wolves. 

It is a pattern which has 
emerged for the whole season 
under Houllier and at Goodison 
Park it was perfectly encapsu¬ 
lated in 90 minutes. 

It is easier to spot the symp¬ 
toms of Villa’s problems than to 
diagnose accurately what is 
wrong with the patient, let alone 
prescribe appropriate treat¬ 
ment. Certainly some of Villa’s 
fans might need straitjackets to 
prevent them tearing their hair 
out between now and the end of 
the season with the relegation 
battle getting more intense. 

It is increasingly apparent 
that Houllier needs to sign a 
captain in the summer because 
Ashley Young - despite leading 
by example on Merseyside - does 
not look up to the job. 

Houllier needs a player who is 
his voice on the pitch and his 
eyes and ears in the dressing 
room and at the training ground, 
as well as someone who can 
organise on the pitch. 

There are few obvious candi¬ 
dates within the current squad 
and Houllier himself has pri¬ 



vately bemoaned the lack of 
leaders within the playing staff. 

Recent platitudes towards 
current club skipper Stiliyan 
Petrov, who has of late been con¬ 
fined to a handful of substitute 
appearances, will prevent the 
boat from being rocked further 
but the feeling is that his days at 
Villa will come to an end sooner 
rather than later. 

There are two other candi¬ 
dates for the role — defensive duo 
Richard Dunne and James 
Collins — and they were recalled 
to the starting line-up against 
Everton for the first time since 
the “spa incident”. 

Impressive 

Luke Young came into the side 
at left-back while Gabby Agbon- 
lahor started alongside Darren 
Bent in attack as Villa switched 
to a 4-4-2 system against an 
Everton side so depleted by 
injuries that their bench con¬ 
tained not a single minute of 
Premier League experience. 

After a subdued start the 
impressive Stewart Downing 
went on a mazy dribble from the 
right flank but saw his shot 
blocked by John Heitinga. 

Everton had a great chance to 
break the deadlock in the ninth 
minute when Jermaine Beckford 
latched on to Kyle Walker’s weak 
header. But Villa goalkeeper 
Brad Friedel made a superb one- 
handed diving save to his left to 
push his low shot wide. 

Villa went close in the 30th 
minute when Downing’s corner 
from the right was headed back 
across goal by Dunne but Nigel 
Reo-Coker was denied by Tony 


Hibbert’s last-ditch block. 

A characteristic defensive 
lapse by Villa allowed Everton 
to open the scoring eight 
minutes later as Walker had his 
pocket picked by Diniyar 
Bilyaletdinov who played the 
ball to Leon Osman. The Everton 
midfielder ran towards goal and 
twisted and turned his way past 
Collins and Dunne inside the left 
edge of the penalty area, before 
his low finish was part blocked 
by Friedel but crawled over the 
line. 

You sensed the knives were 
being sharpened at the half-time 
interval by the “Houllier out” 
brigade but the manner of the 
performance by the Frenchman’s 
side after the break gave a 
glimpse into what he is trying to 
achieve. 

Villa flew out of the blocks and 
caught Everton napping after 
the interval to pull level with a 
superb finish from Bent. 
Downing broke clear down the 
right flank and Leighton Baines 
opted to stay on his feet rather 
than challenge for the ball. The 
Villa winger picked out Bent who 
swept the ball past Tim Howard. 

Villa went close again 
moments later when an Ashley 
Young free-kick from the left was 
fired into the box but Walker 
could only direct the ball over the 
bar from close range. 

For a change it was Villa who 
were threatening from set-pieces 
rather than the opposition. 

Beckford thought he had 
regained the lead for Everton in 
the 67 th minute when he 
crashed a shot from just inside 
the area which bounced off the 
underside of the bar and out. 
Everton’s players felt the ball 
had crossed the line but referee 
Mike Jones waved away their 
claims to reignite the debate 
about goal-line technology. 



After being on the other end of 
such decisions in recent weeks 
Lady Luck had finally cast a 
fleeting glance the way of Villa 
and they took full advantage just 
moments later to take the lead. 

Friedel’s long punt upfield was 
met by the head of Phil Jagielka 
and the ball dropped to the feet of 
Ashley Young who lobbed it over 
the top of the Everton defence for 
Bent to run on to. 

The £24m striker kept his 
composure as Howard narrowed 
the angle and needed only one 
touch to slot the ball into the net 
from just inside the penalty area. 

Everton refused to lie down 
and equalised from the penalty 
spot seven minutes from time 
when Makoun clipped the heels 
of Jagielka just inside the box. 

A “soft” penalty, Houllier said 
afterwards, and you sensed that 
perhaps referee Mike Jones was 
evening things up for Beckford’s 
disallowed “goal”. Baines 
stepped up to take the spot-kick 
and made no mistake as he 
blasted a low shot past Friedel to 
ensure the points were shared. 

The prognosis for the remain¬ 
der of Villa’s season? Well, that 
depends on which of Villa’s split 
personalities features more 
prominently during the next 
seven games and whether the 
Villa manager can prescribe the 
correct medicine.

The best competing 
at bowls tournament 


THE £3,820 CCF Open 
crown green bowling competi¬ 
tion reaches its climax at West 
Bromwich Football Supporters 
Club on Sunday. 

Starting at 11am the 32 bowlers to 
qualify for the final stages will be com¬ 
peting for the £1000 first prize and a 
place in the prestigious British Crown 
Green Bowling Association Champion 
of Champions event. 

This year’s competition, now into its 
33rd year, has once again seen top 
players from across the whole country 
taking part and this is reflected in 
bowlers from 13 different counties 
appearing in the final 32. 

The first round draw has produced 
some fascinating matches in what is 
again an extremely strong field. The 
first game on the green is a difficult one 
to call with former All England winner 
Darren Smith facing another left 
hander, the much improved Clay Flat- 
tley from Shrewsbury. 

The pick of the opening games 
however is the match between the ‘new 
kid on the block’ Callam Wraight also 
from Shrewsbury who despite his 
young age has already won the All 
England and Warwick and Worcester 
stalwart and former winner Paul 
Gamsby.

Brilliant Baggies 
hit new heights 


AFTER waiting three decades 
to taste success over the Mersey¬ 
side giants, there was joy uncon¬ 
fined for 22,000-plus home fans 
when the final whistle confirmed 
a richly-deserved win. 

Baggies boss Roy Hodgson refused 
to be drawn into talk of retribution 
over the club that sacked him less 
than three months ago. Yet it’s tough 
to imagine how, in a private moment 
on Saturday evening, the Hawthorns 
chief didn’t allow himself a wry smile 
after masterminding a chastening 
experience for his ex-employers. 

The Hawthorns faithful certainly loved 
it and, by the final pulsating seconds, the 
old ground was rocking like it rarely has 
since the ‘Great Escape’ day in 2005. 

Saturday was a genuinely significant 
day for Albion and Hodgson who, less than 
two months after taking the reins, master¬ 
minded their most impressive win in 
recent years. In a season that had already 
witnessed some hugely memorable days, 
that is no small claim. But the evidence 
was overwhelming. 



Saturday’s was, quite simply, the 
Baggies’ most complete 90-minute 
Premier League display in years - better 
even than the wonderful victory at 
Arsenal in September. While the Emi¬ 
rates Stadium glory was built on a scintil-

ALBION players celebrated victory over 
Liverpool by telling boss Roy Hodgson: “We 
won it for you”. 

The Baggies defeated the Reds for the first 
time in 30 years on Saturday to boost their sur¬ 
vival chances and give Hodgson a memorable 
triumph over his former side. 

While the Hawthorns head coach refused to 
speak of revenge over the club that sacked him in 
January his players dedicated the victory to 
their new boss. 

Leading scorer Peter Odemwingie, who won 
his side’s two crucial penalties, said: “The first 
thing was to win and after that I wanted to score. 
But one of the factors - maybe 10 or 20 per cent 
of it - was knowing the importance of the game 
for the manager. 

“No 1 is winning for points to stay in the league 
but then there is an extra thing that we know the 


manager will be happy if we get points in this 
particular game.” 

Midfielder Paul Scharner added: “If you 
imagine you are in the same situation and get 
sacked at a club, then to beat them quite well, it 
means you are quite happy. He didn’t say it but 
you could see it. 

“He is very calm actually, he doesn’t show 
things on the outside. But inside, and at home, 
I’m sure he will be celebrating this week.”

Captain Chris Brunt hailed Peter Odemwingie 
as the key to Albion’s victory over Liverpool. 
Brunt saluted leading scorer Odemwingie, who 
won the spot-kicks that gave Albion the 2-1 win. 

“Peter was absolutely brilliant on Saturday 
and he deserved a goal,” said Brunt. “When he 
was going in for the second penalty I was scream¬ 
ing at him to shoot but that’s Peter, he’s a laid- 
back lad and he doesn’t really panic. He was 
fantastic all day and caused them all sorts of 
problems.” 


Brunt’s second penalty - rifled just inside 
Reina’s right-hand upright — spoke volumes 
for the belief that has returned. 

A fabulous save by Scott Carson from Luis 
Suarez, followed seconds later by Nicky 
Shorey’s potentially priceless goalline clear¬ 
ance from the Uruguayan, was evidence of 
the determination and unity of purpose that 
has returned since the new man’s arrival. 

By the end, Baggies fans were taunting 
the travelling Reds by acclaiming Albion’s 
new boss. The message was quite clear. After 
a nightmare spell on Merseyside, Hodgson 
has again found a club where he is wanted. 

And Liverpool’s loss is most certainly 
Albion’s gain.
